The fire occured on Sunday morning, between 
one and two o’clock, which left the people without 
a shelter for their worship.

The loss must be about $6,000 or 7,000. A heavy 
loss these hard times, truly; but not one that can 
crush the energies of our Sonora friends.

BRIGHT IDEA.
